The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Jim  Best  at  approximate!;,  1 0: 1  Jam  He 
asked  for  a  moment  of  silence  for  his  friend,  the  late  Vice  President  Dick  DeVries 

Officers  and  Trustees  who  were  present  were  introduced,  including  Secretary-Treasurer
